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Death of Mrs. Henry J. Howe 


Mrs. Henry J. Howe, a member of the 
Iowa Library Commission for many 
years, died at her home in Marshall- 
town on March llth. Mrs. Howe was 
born in Vermont in 1849, married Mr. 
H. J. Howe in 1876 and came to Mar- 
shalltown in 1879. 

During all these years of her residence 
in Iowa her interests and activities have 
been wide and there is scarcely a wom- 
en’s organization in the state where her 
influence has not been felt and from 
which she will not be greatly missed. 

It was mainly through her efforts 
that a publie library beginning was 
made in Marshalltown and at the time 
that the Marshalltown Women’s Club 
became interested in the library and 
succeeded in its establishment she was 
president of the club. She was made 
trustee of the library in 1892 and con- 
tinued on the library board until 1904. 

She was president of the Iowa Library 
Association in 1903-04 and vice presi- 
dent of the League of Library Commis- 
sion in 1908-09. For a number of years 
past, however, Mrs. Howe’s increasing 
deafness has made her attendance upon 
state and national meetings much less 
frequent than in former years. 

In 1904 she was appointed to member- 
ship on the Iowa Library Commission 
and reappointed each time her member- 
ship expired. Her interest in library 
matters was keen and intelligent and the 
work of the commission, which was es- 


pecially aear to her heart, profited much 
from her connection with it. The secre- 
taries depended upon her encourage- 
ment and advice and it is difficult for 
the present secretary to think of a Li- 
brary Commission meeting without Mrs. 
Howe in attendance, and the loss is per- 
sonal as well as official. Her place will 
indeed be hard to fill. 

Her gracious personality was such 
that she endeared herself to the entire 
commission staff who always enjoyed 
her coming. 





Tribute from Miss Tyler 
Dear Miss Robinson: 

One of Iowa’s noblest citizens is gone 
in the passing of dear Mrs. Howe. And 
what a great loss to the library cause 
and the commission. To you and to all 
of us who had been intimately associated 
with her it is a great personal loss. 

Mrs. Howe was to me an almost ideal 
woman, with her personal graciousness 
and her devotion to public service. You 
will miss her greatly and I am wonder 
ing who can take her place. Please 
share with Mr. Brigham my sympathy 
over the commission loss as also my per- 
sonal expression of appreciation and 
sorrow.

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A. L. A. Anniversary 


A letter from Mr. C. F. D. Belden, 
received by the Secretary of the Iowa 
Library Commission during December 
gives so briefly and fully the purpose 
of the Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
American Library Association that it 
is repeated here in full. 

“As you know the A. L. A. is planning 
to observe its fiftieth birthday in 1926. It 
is relying on all members to make the year 
a success. What the Association has in 
mind is an observance that will draw favor- 
able attention to library activities in every 
state and every community and help to 
build up public sentiment that will make 
possible further development and further ex- 
tension of library service everywhere. 


“The Executive Board has been assured 
that the librarians of the United States and 
Canada want the year 1926 signalized by a 
dignified, adequate and appropriate celebra- 
tion at Philadelphia and in every commu- 
nity. You have it in your power to help 
the movement immensely by giving your 
endorsement to the plans and by encourag- 
ing your librarians to do their part. 


“The enclosed letter will be sent to the 
libraries in your state within the next few 
days. Will you not back up this appeal by 
writing your libraries urging their co- 
operation? Will you also bring it to their 
attention through your Bulletin?” 


The Secretary was ‘‘thrilled’’ when 
at the Midwinter meeting it was an- 
nounced that the first library in the 
country to send a cash contribution was 
the library at Storm Lake, Iowa. Other 
gifts have followed and the roll at pres- 
ent stands as follows: Public Libraries 
at Atlantic, Burlington, Cherokee, Cen- 
terville, Clinton, Council Bluffs (in- 
cluding staff gifts), DeWitt, Hum- 
boldt, Red Oak, Vinton and Waterloo. 
Also Coe College and Iowa Masonic Li- 
braries, Cedar Rapids, University of 
Iowa, Iowa City, and individual con- 
tributions from Julia A. Robinson and 
Clara Abernethy, Des Moines; Lenna 
A. Huffman, Marion; Callie Wieder, 
Helen M. Gillilan and Lorraine Hallo- 
well, Waterloo, and Mrs. Evelyn Spen- 
der Bray, Grinnell, totaling at the pres- 
ent time $262.35. This is a good begin- 
ning but there should be more before the 
end is reached. 


The part of the libraries is not only 


in helping the general celebration by 
furnishing funds but in every commn- 
nity there is something which the local 
library can do in showing to that com- 
munity the growth of the library work 
in the country and of the local library, 
through exhibits in the library and at 
county fairs and other large gatherings.

Dedication of Iowa State College 
Library 


The new library building at Iowa 


State College was dedicated on January 


21, 1926. 

At the convocation in the morni 
with 3,000 present, Dr. W. O. T 
son, former president of Ohio State, 
livered the principal address, which 
showed an unusual knowledge of 
organization and administration. 
referred to the fact that once upon @ 
time a pile of books would have been 
called a library, but today a shipment 
of three or four car loads of books 
a university will not present it with @ 
library. A library has a definite o& 
ganization all worked out and apple 
cable to every book that reaches t& 
building. This organization must } 
prepared to receive all books, 
them correctly and make them ins’ 
available to those desiring to use 
The cost of building and the 
equipment have increased greatly 
the war. The cost of a volume on 
shelves in a university library tod 
aside from the value of the builé 
varies from $3 to $4. ‘“‘It is diffie 
for a Board of Education to ask fors 
ficient sums to keep a library in effic 
condition. If learning and scholarsl 
are to be the objectives in educatii 
then the provision of an adequate i 
brary becomes imperative.’’ 4

every student. ‘‘Any student who fails 
to acquire the library habit misses a 
large part of his education. The library 
is the buttress of sound learning and 
will be of use to a man after he leaves 
school. Fer fifty years, he must educate 
hims.if and to do this it is necessary 
inat he is able to speak his own language 
in a clear and foreeful manner and to 
be able to read it.”’ 

Following the convocation in the 
morning a luncheon was held for in- 
vited guests; short speeches were made 
by the Governor of the State, represen- 
tatives of the Board of Education, Dr. 
T. W. Koch, representing the American 
Library Association; Dr. Johnson Brig- 
ham, representing the librarians of the 
State; J. B. Kaiser, representing the 
State University, and others. About 
sixty out-of-town librarians were pres- 
ent. 

In the afternoon Dean Beyer, who is 
known personally to many librarians, 
spoke of the desirability of considering 
first in the library building, the service 
to be rendered, and second, the archi- 
tectural features. Mr. Souers, repre- 
senting Proudfoot, Rawson and Souers, 


the architects of the building, described 
the building from the standpoint of the 
architects and spoke of the need of close 
consultation between architects and 
technical librarians inasmuch as a li- 
brary building is primarily for use, and 
must be adapted to economical adminis- 
tration and ease of service. 

In the evening a reception was held 
by President Pearson in the new library 
building for the faculty and invited 
guests. 


Iowa Summer Library School 1926 

The twenty-fifth annual Summer Li- 
brary School will be held at the Uni- 
versity of Iowa June 14th to July 23rd 
inclusive, registration beginning June 
11th. 

The courses to be given will include 
Library Administration, Reference 
Work, Classification, Cataloging and 
Subject Headings, Book Selection and 
Book Ordering and Library Work with 
Children. 

The school will occupy the Under- 
graduate Study Hall where individual 
desks will be provided together with the 








New Library Building, State College, Ames. 
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collection of books required for prac- 
tice work in the various courses. The 
library collection of professional litera- 
ture in the field of librarianship is also 
shelved in these rooms. In addition the 
University Library extension resources 
are supplemented by special problem 
books from the State Traveling Library 
at Des Moines. 

A special bulletin describing the 
courses offered, etc., may be had by ad- 
dressing the Director of Libraries. 
Copies will be sent automatically to all 
librarians in Iowa, to all school superin- 
tendents of the state as well as neigh- 
boring states.

In 1923 the librarians of the state 
honored Mr. Brigham by presenting 
him life membership in the American 
Library Association, and the fact that 
this amount was far over subscribed 
testifies to the librarians’ desire to have 
a part in this mark of esteem to om 
whom they so highly respect. Mr. Brig 
ham is indeed the Grand Old Man of 
the Iowa library world, which at thi 
time wishes for him many added year 
of usefulness and of going out and com 
ing in among us.

look on everything than such a trip. 

There is a great deal to be said also 
for having hobbies. Again let me quote 
from Public Libraries of Feb., 1923. 
‘‘We can associate ourselves with other 
activities—activities the angles of 
which impinge upon our own, and so 
shed on our work new light by reveal- 
ing therein new interests and possibil- 
ities.’’ 

But this living up to a high standard 
in cultural ways is not enough—and 
this brings us to a discussion of our 
growth in community service. Walter 
Dill Scott, President of Northwestern 
university says in the Library Journal 
for March, 1925, that tests for libra- 
rians must reveal the capacity to in- 
spire, to lead and to become a great 
force in the community. We know that 
we must get in touch with the town in 
as many as possible of its activities. 


I will again make a comparison with 
the teacher—what goal is set for her 
community activities? Take the 1924 
book, Introduction to education, by 
Frasier and Amentout—turn to page 
35, The Teacher and the community. 
Read : ‘‘ When a teacher is employed in 
a public school he should become a 
vital element in the life of the com- 
munity. The best teachers of today 
enter heartily into activities of the 
community in which they serve. 


Many channels of school-community 
activity are suggested—Parent teacher 
associations, Americanization of for- 
eign born, playgrounds, mothers’ clubs, 
community centers, school exhibits, 
school clubs, Boy Scouts, Campfire 
Girls and Girl Scouts, education week 
observance, music week, good book 
— clean up week, paint up week, 
ete. 


Are there any of these activities in 
which the librarian who is advancing 


will not indulge? The foreign born 
are her great field in most communities, 
and here, as well as among the real 


Americans she aids the mothers’ clubs, 
helps plan programs for the commun- 
ity centers, helps arrange exhibits in 
connection with her work with schools. 


The work with the schools is a phase 
of library service which can broaden 
and grow indefinitely. Hannah Lo- 
gasa, librarian of the University high 
school, Chicago, says in an article in 
Public Libraries, 1922. ‘‘The library is 
the dominant influence in developing 
the voluntary reading of high school 
pupils. A well selected collection of 
books, an atmosphere of relaxation and 
quiet, a sympathetic, understanding li- 
brarian, and you have a brand of read- 
ing infection to which a pupil will suc- 
eumb. 

I cannot stress too much the element 
of well directed enthusiasm which the 
librarian must possess in order that she 
may take advantage of the intellec- 
tual interests aroused in the pupil by 
his school experiences and home influ- 
ences in order that she may keep alive 
the interest in literature.’’ 


An enlightening article in the Jour- 
nal of educational research for April 
discusses school teachers as research 
workers, stating that the teacher and the 
teacher’s calling with be benefited by 
research work in the class room. This 
is not a bad idea to apply also to li- 
brarians—we need more often to con- 
sider our public libraries as labora- 
tories with the patrons (especially the 
youthful ones) as our working mate- 
rial, just as the teacher works it out 
with her pupils, applying the principles 
of psychology. We need to know mod- 
ern psychology thoroughly—it applies 
to our work as much as if not more than 
to a teacher’s work. 


A librarian who grows becomes use- 
ful to the women’s clubs of the town, 
the business and professional club, the 
Sunday schools which may need certain 
books for their junior and adult classes. 
There is also the commercial club. 


It is good for the librarian to enter 
into club work by being a member, be- 
ing on committees, ete., but I believe 











it is still better for her to remain in 
the library and make these clubs real- 
ize that to it and to her they may 
freely bring all their problems—their 
needs for lists and outlines, material 
on what other like clubs in other towns 
are doing, ete.—in short to make them 
realize that the librarian is a sort of 
gracious hostess inviting them contin- 
ually to the library, and a gracious 
friend in need who will help them at 
all times. 

This brings me back to my opening 
ereed; ‘‘I believe that librarianship 
ought to be universally regarded as a 
profession ; I believe that the librarian 
in a town should so act as to be consid- 
ered one of the worth-while persons in 
that town—one of the most vital forces 
in the community. I do think that as 
yet we are not professional enough— 
that we need to be continually striving 
along these lines. 

And I have a hope that as we do so 
strive and come to be more and more 
appreciated, the salary question will 
take care of itself. I have no guaran- 
tee of this, but I hope. I shall be glad 
to see the day come when no more tales 
ean be told such as that of the city 
mayor, who cried out recently in oppo- 
sition to the library portion of the city 
budget, ‘‘Let me go down and run that 
library for a few months. I bet I 
could hand out books for less than half 
what they want!’’ 


Iowa Code 

The state printing board asks that at- 
tention be called to the fact that the 
Iowa Code of 1924 and the volume of 
annotations thereto should be on the 
shelves of all free public libraries in 
the state. Formerly, volumes of this 
character were supplied by the state 
gratis to libraries. The General Assem- 
bly has set up a new policy whereby 
they now may be had only by purchase. 
The price of the code is $5.00 and the 
price of the annotations $4.00, carriage 
prepaid by the state. These books may 
be had from the state printing board, 
Des Moines. 














Professional Education for Librarian. 
ship—A Review 

This book by Tse-Chieu Tai was of- 
fered as a thesis for a Doctor’s Degree 
og the State University of Iowa in 

In the development of his subject Dr, 
Tai includes under Part I a history of 
libraries from ancient times to the 
various types of the present day. Under” 
Part II the changing conception of i 
brarianship from ancient to modern i- 
brarians is outlined with a history of the 
library school movement both in 
Europe and in America. A discussion 
of different types of American library 
schools follows with inquiry into ther 
adequacy in meeting present and 
future needs. 

Existing library schools he states are 
attempting to train librarians for the 
‘*middle-level occupational group’’ and 
for the ‘‘high-level professional group” 
and in so doing have struck an average 
between the two groups and been unable 
to fulfill the requirements of either. The 
conclusion is that to reach and maintain 
the proper standard of the library pro 
fession there must be graduate lib 
schools in universities to train for lead 
ership in administration as well as re 
search workers and library school pro 
fessors. 

Dr. Tai is now ready for his proposal 
of a graduate library school for the Uni 
versity of Iowa with the suggestion that 
a library school can be organized in the 
State University of Iowa with three pur 
poses in view (1) to train students &@ 
be administrators of small libraries and 
assistants in medium sized and , 
libraries, (2) to train students to 
special librarians and bibliographers 
such as high school, hospital, medical 
librarians, etc., (3) to train instructor 
for library schools. 

In the closing pages of his book Dr 
Tai shows how this may be worked out 
giving in the concluding chapter the re 
quirements for admission, degrees 
curriculum for a library school and @ 
two appendices including a suggested 
curriculum for both graduate and under 
graduate work and a proposed budget 
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Each chapter throughout the book is 
followed by a bibliography of the works 
consulted and constant reference is 
made to Dr. Williamson’s Report on 
training for library service, and the 
work and recommendations of the Board 
of Education for Librarianship. Dr. 
Tai has a degree from the New York 
State Library School and has had ex- 
perience in library work in his own 
country and in this. 

The introduction to the book was writ- 
ten by Mr. John B. Kaiser, Director of 
Libraries of the State University of 
Iowa, who is anxious to know the feel- 
ing of the Iowa librarians on the pro- 
nosal for a library school at the State 
University of Iowa. He would be glad 
to receive communications from them. 





Is This Book Yours? 


There is in the Library Commission 
office waiting to be called for by its 
owner a copy of Spargo ‘‘ The Bitter Cry 
of the Children.’’ This came through a 
Methodist preacher who said he did not 
know where he got it. 

The book contains a blank pocket with 
a book card containing the name of the 
author and the title but no indication 
of the library to which the book belongs, 
neither is there any mark of ownership 
anywhere about the book. On the in- 
side of the front cover is written 200Spl 
which looks like an attempt at classifi- 
cation. 


_The Secretary of the Library Commis- 
sion would be doubtful of any library 
being so careless as to have a book on 
its shelves without mark of ownership 
on the inside had she not discovered this 
to be true during library visits. It 
should not be true and any library 
which does not have all its books plainly 
marked with the library name should at 
once take steps to correct the omission. 
Not to do so is to invite loss and to de- 
Serve it. But as this book is not acces- 
sioned it would never be known. 

If any library recognizes this book as 
theirs the Secretary will be glad to for- 
ward it upon receipt of the information. 
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The County Library in Iowa 

The County Library Committee of the 
Iowa Library Association has been at 
work for two months on plans for the 
wisest possible expenditure of ‘the 
$300.00 voted by the Iowa Library 
Association to further County Library 
work in Iowa.

Conferences are being arranged with 
Iowa State University which always up- 
holds a higher standard of education 
and recognizes the value of library serv- 
ice for widening the view of life, with 
the Iowa State Teachers’ College as so 
much pioneer work for a county library 
will be done through the schools in Iowa, 
and with Iowa State College where home 
project plans seem to demand library 
service. 

The Extension Department at Ames 
is taking the matter up with other de- 
partments of the College and with Farm 
Bureau organizations.

There is no desire or intention on the 
part of the Library Commission to de- 
prive any library trustee of the Quar- 
terly if he desires to receive it. But 
judging from the number of libraries 
sending in no requests from trustees and 
those sending only one request the num- 
ber of trustees interested in reading of 
library matters in the state is small. 
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Several alert librarians took the mat- 
ter in their own hands and telephoned 
their board members with the result that 
every member of the board in some li- 
braries or a large majority in others ex- 
pressed a desire to be continued on the 
Quarterly mailing list. 

A sufficient number of this issue will 
be printed to supply further requests 
which may come in. 

A fact which was brought out by the 
letters in regard to the Quarterly sub- 
scriptions is that librarians are not noti- 
fying the Secretary of changes on the 
board of trustees which will enable her 
to keep the Quarterly mailing list cor- 
rect or mention in the Quarterly changes 
on the boards which the long service of 
some trustees deserve. 

In one case she was greatly mortified 
to know that a letter had been sent to 
a prominent trustee whose death had 
occurred months previous. But no no- 
tice had come from the librarian and 
unless mention is made in the news- 
paper article of library connection no 
clipping comes through the clipping 
service. 

The Secretary is not a mind reader 
and the only way which she can accu- 
rately know of changes on the library 
boards is by communication from the 
librarian or some member of the board, 
but the duty lies with the librarian.

Student Assistants 
(Contributed ) 


Student assistants are being used very 
successfully in the school libraries of 
Cedar Rapids. In most of the schools, 
they assist at the desk at noon and other 
busy periods. 

In the Benjamin Franklin Junior 
High School a course of instruction in 
library science is given to the student 
assistants. Each assistant is assigned 
two periods a week to work in the li- 
brary. Staff meetings are held once a 
week. 

In the first semester the class is 
taught how to paste, mend, and shelve 
books; how to use the Dewey Decimal 
system of classification of books, the 
eard catalogue, and is given some refer- 
ence work. Problems in reference are 
assigned, which are solved by consulting 
the reference books. 

In the second semester the reference 
work is continued. Problems are as- 
signed in the use of the Reader’s Guide, 
and the relative value of periodicals is 
discussed. Material on subjects in de- 
mand is collected and filed. The class 
reads part of Shuman’s How to Judge 
a Book, and uses this book as a basis 
for informal discussions on well known 
authors.
